W ashington, Nov. 25. -President Mc- 
Kiuley is still contem plating the solu ­ 
tion of the Cuban governorship problem 
by the appointm ent of a civilian to that 
office. 
He is looking about for a man 
of high qualifications who has had large 
experience in adm inistrative positions 
His ideal for the place is a man who has 
been a successful governor of one of 
the states. 
If this plan is adopted it w ill be sup­ 
plemented by a com plete rearrange­ 
ment of th* m ilitary com mands in the 
islands. 
The appointm ent of Generals 
Lee aud W ilson to be .brigadier gener- j 
als in the regular army, and their retire­ 
m ent is contemplated. 
General Brooke 
w ill be called home 
This w ill leave 
Generals Ludlow and Wood the only 
general officers in Cuba, 
The island 
would then be divided into tw o m ilita­ 
ry departm ents, w ith General Ludlow 
in oommand of the western departm ent 
and General W ood in oommand of the j 
eastern departm ent 
No definite conclusion w ill be reached I 
until after the m atter has been dis­ 
cussed w ith General Wood, now on his 
way from Santiago to W ashington. 
Secretary Root when questioned said 
that General Wood had been summoned 
to discuss m atters relating to eastern 
Cuba, w hich w ill be under his command 
if the new plan is adopted. 
It is known, however, that the presi­ 
dent has not entirely abandoned the 
' idea of appointing General Wood to the 
governorship of the entire island. 
The 
principal difficulty in the way of this 
appointm ent is that it would produce 
friction am ong m ilitary men and in 
Cuba. 
General 
Ludlow, it is under­ 
stood, w ould object very strongly to 
serve under General Wood, and General 
Ludlow's services arew au ted in Havana 
and its neighborhood. 
By the appoint­ 
ment of a civilian to this governor, it is 
thought the services of G enerals Ludlow 
and W ood could be retained without 
friction. 
It is the purpose of the president to 
make the change in the governorship 
of Cuba about Jan. I, if Dossible. 
The 


change from a m ilitary to a civil gov­ 
ernm ent in Porto Rico m ay 
be made 
before that date. 
It is known that the 
president w anted Assistant Secretary 
Allen of the navy department, to accept 
the governorship of Porte Rico, but Mr 
Allen could not be prevailed upon to 
accept the place 
Former Lieutenant 
Governor K ennedy of Ohio, who headed 
the insular com m ission which reported 
on the affairs of Porto Rico, is still Isl­ 
ing favorable considered and w ill prob­ 
ably receive the appointm ent 


K e n t u c k y L irvcdi liar Speed. 
Boston, Nov. 25.—A gainst tide, wide 
and a heavy head sea for at least half 
her coarse, the new battleship K en­ 
tucky made a record of 16.877 knots an 
hour on her official speed trial over the 
governm ent course, aud by her work 
showed that she is a little faster than 
her sister ship Kearsarge.

He Wa* a M»h»> Survivor Md Became 
K now n by Hie «’*ol »••**. 


New York, Nov. 25.—W illiam An­ 
thony. better known as ’ Brave Bib 
Anthony, died at the I’reabyterian hos­ 
pital Friday half an hour after he had 
sw allowed a quantity of cocaine at one 
of the Central park entrances. 
He was 
the man, who on F'eb 15, 1898. when 
the iiattieship Maine was blown up in 
Havana harbor, reported to Captain 
Sigabee iii the fam ous words: “Sir. I 
have the honor to report that tha ship 
has been blown up and is funking. 
On his return to this country Anthony 
w as accorded receptions everywhere Ile 
received m any invitations from cities to 
be their guest. 
For m onths he traveled 
over the country, 
Tieing accorded the 
honors of a hero. 
W hen his leave of 
absence w as ended Anthony was pro­ 
moted to be sergeant of marines, 
and 
was detailed at the Brooklyn navyyard. 
In one of Anthony's coat pockets was 
found a letter written to his aunt, which 
read that he was discouraged and dis­ 
consolate and was going to end it all. 
Among the articles found was a picture 
of his I-month-old child, on the back of 
which was written : 
“Bury this w ith 
me." 
A Spaniah-American war medal, such 
as all the survivors of the battleship 
Maine received, was also found.
